New York, June 12.—(UR)- H aving 
agreed th a t a 15 per cent blanket in­ 
crease in all freight rates and charges 
will be necessary to lift railroads out 
of their present financial depression, 
carrier officials were confident today 
th a t W ashington will be forthcom ing 
w ith the necessary relief by early a u ­ 
tum n. 
At a m eeting of executives of all 
th e im portant carriers in the country 
yesterday, members of 
the 
eastern, 
w estern and southern railroad groups 
adopted a unanim ous 
resolution 
to 
ask for the increase and authorized a 
com m itee consisting of the chairm an 
of the th ree groups to prepare and 
file a joint application with the inter­ 
state com m erce commission and the 
state commissions. 
Approval of the resolution followed 
a series of meetings conducted by the 
th ree groups in an effort to offset the 
heavy slum p in earnings being re­ 
ported by all the railroads. Details of 
the application, which will contain a 
full statem ent of the reasons for the 
action, will be made public by the in­ 
terstate com m erce commission. 
While an increase of 15 per cent in 
rate s will be asked for, some of th e 
com modities affected will not be able 
to stand this much of an advance 
and in these cases the roads will m ake 
dow nw ard revisions, m aking the net 
result, if the 15 per cent raise is g ra n t­ 
ed, about IO per cent. 
M. Jlr Gormley, Executive of the 
A m erican Railway Association, said 
freight revenues have suffered a total 
drop of $4,705,706,000. He said th a t if 
th e railroads had not successfully re­ 
duced th eir unit cost of operation by 
20 per cent during the past decade, 
they would have reported a net oper­ 
ating deficiency of 
$100,000,000 
for 
1930. 
S tressing the necessity for railroads 
to be able to m aintain their purchas­ 
ing power, Gormley said when a per­ 
iod of financial depression forces rail­ 
roads to retrench both in em ployment 
and purchases, the effect is felt in 
every industry. 
With return of th e ir 
buying power, Gormley said, their de­ 
m ands for m aterials will undoubtedly 
have a substantial influence on econ­ 
omic life. 
Belief has been expressed in rail­ 
road circles th a t the adm inistration 
will look with favor on an increase 
in freight rates as it would obviate 
th e necessity of wage cuts and some 
opinion is th at the interstate com ­ 
m erce commission is likely to spe.ed 
the m a tter through as an em ergency 
m easure such as was passed in 1921.

HANDED DOWN BY 
JUDGE LOEYINGER 


DECISION GIVEN IN SUIT BY W. 
YALE SMILEY, MINNEAPOLIS 
TAXPAYER 


BILL ADOPTED BY LEGISLATURE 
VALID AND CONSTITUTIONAL 
DESPITE VETO 
Sf. Paul, Minn., June 12.- -UXI!)—Gov 
Floyd B. Olson’s veto of the recent 
legislative reapportionment bill WM 
held illegal by District Judge Gustavus 
Loevinger today. 
The 
35-page 
ruling 
was 
handed 
down on a suit brought by W. Yale 
Smiley, Minneapolis taxpayer, to en­ 
join Secretary of State Mike Holm 
from receiving filings 
for 
congres­ 
sional nomination from any specified 
district. 
Minnesota is entitled to only 
nine congressmen. The bill adopted 
by the legislature and deposited with 
the secretary of state despite Olson’s 
veto is valid and constitutional, that 
It complies with the federal constitu­ 
tion and the congressional act of June 
18, 1929, despite "numerical inequali­ 
ties in the redistricting plan,” which 
are held "undeniable and appear to 
justify the governor’s strictures.” 
"Votes of the fifth 
congressional 
district with a population of 344,500 
may complain that they have been 
treated unfairly as compared w ith vot­ 
ers of the first district with a popula­ 
tion of 228,596,” Loevinger said. 
"Under the view of the court there 
is no federal, legislative or constitu­ 
tional 
provision 
requiring 
congres­ 
sional districts to be compact, con­ 
tiguous and as nearly equal in popula­ 
tion as practical, consequently this 
court cannot hold the redistricting 
act violative of any federal m andate,” 
loevinger said. 
There is no state or constitutional 
requirement which can be Invoked to 
support a Judicial veto of 
the 
act, 
Loevinger said. 
Loevinger held that the governor of 
a state is not a part of the legislature 
within the meaning of the constitu­ 
tion, hence the legislature alone has 
the constitutional right and power to 
redistrict the state under mandate of 
congress. 
Loevinger further held that redis­ 
tricting the state Is a federal function 
of the legislature and not subject to 
the provisions of the state constitution 
sq u irin g 
gubernatorial 
action 
“on 
every bill, order, resolution or vote. 
.Smiley's suit was based on allega­ 
tions that the state has not been leg­ 
ally redistricted pursuant to act of 
congress following the 1930 census be­ 
cause the bill was vetoed by the gov­ 
ernor. 
Smiley’s suit further claim ed 
that even lf the governor’s veto Is in­ 
valid, the act Is illegal because the 
congressional districts us proposed are 
not us equul in population "aa prac­ 
ticable” nor compact and comprised 
of contiguous territory, as prescribed 
by act of congress. 
Henry N. Henson, attorney general, 
appearing for Holm, argued that the 
legislative bill, as passed, legally re­ 
districted the state into nine Instead 
of IO congressional districts and that 
the governor’s veto was “totally Inef­ 
fective to defeat the expressed deter­ 
mination of the legislature.” 
Deputy 
Attorney General 
W. 
H. 
Gurnee argued that the redistricting 
of a state is a power derived by the 
legislature solely from the federal con­ 
stitution and constitutes a function 
over which the governor has no veto. 
The legislative reapportionment bill 
was passed by both houses of the 
state legislature in the closing days 
of the session under special orders. 
Frequent conferences were necessary 
between committees of both houses 
and a number of amendments and re­ 
visions were considered 
before the 
measure was passed. 
Minneapolis representatives claimed 
the measure was an attempt to gerry­ 
mander the city out of its rightful 
number 
of congressmen. 
Governor 
Olton vetoed the measure almost Im­ 
mediately and It was sent back to the 
legislature. 
While a move was afoot to repass 
the bill over the governor’s veto, Sen­ 
ator A. J. Rockne, 
Zumbrota, 
told 
members of both houses of the legis­ 
lature that the governor's veto was In­ 
effective on a reapportionment 
bill 
and the measure was filed with tho 
secretary of state as a law. 
Opinions on the legality of the m ea­ 
sure despite the governor’s veto were 
sought from the attorney general’s of­ 
fice and when its validity was upheld, 
several suits were brought to enjoin 
the secretary of state from receiving 
congressional nomination filings under 
its provisions. 
Emil Holmes, Minneapolis, filed as 
congressman at large, claiming that 
the state had not been redistricted 
legally, but dropped his case In favor 
of Smiley’s case.

MOVEMENTS OF SENATOR WIL­ 
LIAM E. BORAH CAUSE 
SPECULATION 
W ashington. Jan. 12.—Utterances of 
regulai 
republican party leaders at 
the national conference of young re­ 
publicans here accept as a certainty 
the renomination of President Hoover, 
end reveal them as being more con­ 
cerned over the insurgent movement 
which threatens to defeat their efforts 
in the coming session of the closely 
divided new congress. 
In this connection 
the 
fact 
that 
Senator W’illiam E. Borah is breaking 
his custom of spending the sum m er 
here and is now on his way west has 
provoked m uch speculation. Already 
Borah has indicated he regards the 
Hoover adm inistiation as being out of 
step with sentim ent of the west. There 
is concern am ong republican regulars 
after gazing in w estern fields all sum ­ 
mer, he will come back next fall with 
fire in his eye. 
Borah carried a good 
share of the cam paigning load for Mr. 
Hoover in 1928 and there is some ques­ 
tion as to w hether he will take the 
stum p again next year. 
Asked about 
this recently he made the cryptic re­ 
ply that he m ight be pretty tired and 
in that case would need a long rest. 
B orah’s intentions are a m atter of 
wide interest am ong politicians be­ 
cause he has become an unique insti­ 
tution in American politics. 
He is 
practically a third house of congress, 
so that though congress formally ad­ 
journed March 4, its recess was not 
complete until Borah adjourned and 
started west last night. 
Usually Borah stays on here while 
congress is away. 
H e sits in his dark, 
gloomy cavernous office in the base­ 
m ent of the senate office building, and 
with his frequent com ments on public 
affairs functions as a caustic scourge 
to the powers here, like Cato the cen­ 
sor in the Rom an senate. 
He has no 
machine, controls no bloc, yet his voice 
is - received abroad as second only to 
th a t of the president. 
He is second in length of service 
only to Senator 
Smoot, 
republican, 
Utah, yet that does not explain his 
power, for others have served longer 
w ithout 
exerting 
comparable 
influ­ 
ence. 
Mr. 
Hoover 
disapproves 
of 
m uch of B orah’s activity, yet Borah 
w as an influential voice in persuading 
the. president to call the extra session 
which inaugurated his administration. 
There is a S partan streak in him. 
N ot a rich man, he refused until his 
new term began after March 4 to ac­ 
cept the $10,000 salary voted during his 
previous term in 1925. 
For six years 
he accepted only the form er $7,500 
salary which prevailed at the time he 
was elected. 
H e rides alone, both in 
the senate and out of it. 
The m an abounds in contraditions. 
He was the elder Roosevelt’s floor 
m anager in the Chicago convention 
fight in 1912, but he refused to follow 
his leader out of the party. 
He refus­ 
ed to become vice-presidential candi­ 
date with Coolidge in 1924 when he 
was desired to help win over the in­ 
surgents, but he also refused to sup­ 
port La Follette, who was an indepen­ 
dent candidate. He is chairm an of tho 
senate foreign relations committee and 
he has never been abroad. 
He is a 
champion of Demos and his economics 
are generally regarded as Jeffersonian, 
yet his real hero is 
the 
aristocrat, 
Alexander Hamilton.

It has been recommended by a joint committee of tin- Na­ 
tional Safety Council and tile American Automobile association 
that school patrols should have authority over the movement of 
students only, and should not undertake to direct motor vehicle 
traffic. “This does not mean,’* said W. F. Rosenwald, chairman 
of the* streets and highways section of the Minnesota Safety 
Council, “that they have not the right to hold up motor vehicle 
traffic while students are crossing a street; but it does mean that 
they should wait for an opening in traffic before permitting stu­ 
dents to cross and should then protect them in whatever way has 
been prescribed until all are clear of the travel portion of the 
roadway and safe upon the other side.”

An increase of 14 deaths from motor vehicle* accidents in the 
first five months of 1931 over the corresponding period of 1930 
has served to stir safety workers in Minnesota to vigorous action. 
At a conference of representatives of officials and voluntary 
safety groups held at the headquarters of the state highway de­ 
partment, plans were put under way for increasing the list* of 
school safety patrols throughout the state, and for bringing about 
greater uniformity in the manner in which all such patrols op­ 
erate, as one means toward meeting the growing accident prob­ 
lem.

A skyscraper with mechanical 
brains— the Empire State Building 
in New York— besides being the 
tallest, is in many ways the world’s 
most unique structure. The prob­ 
lem of transportation was the most 
complex ever faced by engineers 
and builders, for when the build­ 
ing is fully occupied it will be nec­ 
essary, every working day, 
to 
transport vertically 85,000 people

M o n th s b e fo re th e s te a m sh o v els 
started in to bit** o u t th e building’* 
fo u n d a tio n , e n g in e e r s fo r the O tis 
Elevator Company had duplicated 
in their laboratories many condi­

operate when finally* in­ 
stalled in tho skyscraper. 
When 
the Empire State threw open its 
doors, fifty-eight autom atic ser­ 
vants, or Otis Signal Control Ele­ 
vators, stood at attention ready to 
serve. 
Manual operation on these 


elevators 
has 
been 
practically 
eliminated; the operator becomes 
more of an attendant riding in the 
car. 
He touches the button num ­ 
ber 79 and the ear stops at the 
79th floor. 
So it is descending— 
the passenger touches a button in 
the hallway and the first available 
car. stops at the floor autom atical­ 
ly. The Signal Control car is prac­ 
tically errorless. 
It responds to 
signals, remembers stops, slows it­ 
self down, speeds up and 
flings 
doors open and shut. 
Over 1315 miles of rubber cov­ 
ered wire and 120 miles of rope 
were used in installing this, the 
greatest of all vertical transport 
tat iou ay stem*.

AGAIN BY JURY 


Chicago, Ju n e 12. 
d’.fir 
The federal 
grund Jury indicted Alphonse "Rent 
face" Capone again today. He headed 
a list of 68 persons nam ed in true 
bills charging conspiracy to vioiutcthe 
prohibition laws. 
Last week Capone was indicted on 
charges of evading Income tax pay­ 
ments. 
Although he has a reputation as the 
country’s biggest liquor seller this is 
only the second tim e the federal gov­ 
ernm ent had accused him of bootleg­ 
ging.
